Survey shows big percentage of industry acted to lick two major 


finishing problems—‘shine” and hazards of synthetic fibers 


HIS YEAR the rewards for 
quality cleaning, and the pen- 
alties paid for cleaning that’s found 
wanting, will be greater than ever 
before. While 1955 is expected to be 
the greatest business year in Ameri- 
can history, the fact remains that 
drycleaning customers are shop- 
ping for better cleaning service. 
When this happens, someone's 
going to get hurt. Judging by latest 
reported figures, the “hurting” has 
already begun, for while 48% of 
cleaners reported sales up and 21% 
claimed no change, 31% admitted 
a drop in volume last year. 
In general, volume drifts away 


from one plant into another be 
cause consumers are looking for 
better appearance in their dry- 
cleaned garments. By the same 
token, customers “stay put’ with 
the plant which gives them the 
quality they like. Says Harry 
Booth of Chapman-Graf Cleaners, 
LaPorte, Indiana: “Customers may 
not know the scientific reasons for 
the causes of wrinkles, nickel spots 
or shine, but they do know when 
they don’t like the appearance of 
their garment.” 

Essentially, of course, “appear- 
ance” boils down to two things— 
spot removal, and finishing. Except 


in rare instances, spotting presents 
little difficulty any more. But fin 
ishing problems have increased tre- 
mendously with the introduction of 
synthetic fibers. Without excep 
tion, the “miracle” fabrics are ex- 
tremely heat-sensitive, They all re- 
act very unfavorably to the heat, 
pressure and time of old-fashioned 
finishing methods. And since 35% 
of all garments on today’s market 
contain the test-tube fibers (the 
proportion is increasing steadily),

Warning Against Dumping Solvent: 
Owners of St. Louis, Mo., drycleaning 
establishments will have their atten 
tion called to an ordinance prohibiting 
the dumping of cleaning fluid into the 
city's sewer system, according to an 
announcement made by Joseph P. Ses 
tric, director of public safety. 

The action resulted from a recent 
instance when it was discovered that 
a nonexplosive cleaning solvent was 
being dumped into downtown St. 
Louis sewers. It is suggested that the 
fluid be placed in containers and 
hauled away to be burned 


Advice on Income Tax: On this year's 
form for Federal tax returns, there ap- 
pears the question, “Did you pay any 
one for assistance in the preparation 
of your return?” The Committee on 
Federal Taxation of the American In 
stitute of Accountants offers the fol- 
lowing suggestions for answering this 
question 

The answer should be “yes” if an 
accountant has been retained, even 
though he has not yet been paid. 

The answer should be “no” if tax 
advice was given to a client only on 
general matters not in any substantial 
sense connected with the preparation 
of the return 


In the case of a partnership, the 


answer should be “yes” on the part- 





nership return and “no” on individual 
returns, if the latter were prepared as 
part of the engagement of the ac- 
countant who prepared the partner- 
ship return. However, the accountant 
should sign the “Statement of Person 
Preparing the Return” at the end of 
the partners individual returns, as 
well as that on the partnership return. 

These suggestions would also apply 
in the case of persons other than ac- 
countants who are paid to help pre 
pare Federal income tax returns 


Meeting on Standards: Representa 
tives of consumers, drycleaners and 
launderers, manufacturers and retail- 
ers met recently in the New York 
City offices of the American Standards 
Association to start setting up end-use 
performance requirements for all tex- 
tiles. This group on Women’s and In- 
fants’ Wearing Apparel and Acces- 
sories was brought together under the 
procedures of the American Stand- 
ards Association. Jay H. Rossbach, 
vice-president, Saks Fifth Avenue, 
presided as chairman of the group. 

Mr. Rossbach appointed a commit- 
tee to recommend end-use classifica- 
tion for various textiles for wearing 
apparel and their characteristics in use 
as determined by certain existing tests. 
The committee will have collected its 
data at the next meeting on Febru- 
ary 23. 

The six-man committee includes: 
Dr. Jules Labarthe, Jr., (chairman), 
National Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion; Charles H. Sylvester, American 
Association of Textile Chemists and 
Colorists; V. C. McCollom, Silk and 
Rayon Printers and Dyers Association;

Home Economics Association; C. A. 
Baker, American Association of Com- 
mercial Laboratories, and Ralph B. 
Smith, American Institute of Launder 
ing.

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Listen to the Ladies 


Any convention program chairman with an incon- 
venient gap in his schedule of sessions couldn't do bet- 
ter than to line up a consumer panel. Such panels are 
nothing new, but in our opinion they haven't been 
used nearly enough. 

These panels have to be properly handled, however. 
The ladies selected should be articulate, and should 
represent the various income levels in the area, The 
audience—and this is very important—should be 
firmly reminded that the ladies are supposed to do the 
talking, not the listeners. If the session turns into an 
argument, or if the cleaners try to grab the chance to 
unburden their gripes, nobody learns anything. 

A “Meet the Customer” panel at the recent Little 
National convention in Des Moines was absolutely 
first-rate. Somebody went to a lot of pains in lining up 
the panel members, Bill Boyd did a fine job of moder- 
ating, and the four ladies were wonderful. 

First up was Miss Marjorie Beimer, an advertising 
woman. Most of her complaints were on finishing. She 
didn't like the way some cleaners hammer the style 
out of a dress. Double creases, creased sleeves that 
should have been rolled, staples left in belts, seam 
impressions—these things shouldn't happen, she said. 
She didn't like counter employees with chips on their 
shoulders, cleaners who won't accept checks, and 
thought that the wide variations in cleaning prices are 
somewhat unreasonable. Cleaners, she said, should ask 
customers to identify spots, and very few of them do 
this 

Then came Mrs. Norman V. Conway, a housewife 
whose husband is very particular, She had several 
comments to make on shirts. She found it hard to dif- 
ferentiate between her husband's and her son's shirts 
because the laundry mark is often stamped over the 
size number on the inside of the collar. Shirt people 
are very careless about broken or missing buttons, she 
said, and very often buttons on shirts or cleaned gar- 
ments are not sewed on with button thread, but with 
ordinary sewing thread. Also, she'd like to be able to 
tell whether a folded sheet is single or double size. 

Mrs. Conway indicated a number of likes, too. She 
likes cellophane covers on shirts, and she likes them 
folded on a 12-inch board. She appreciates sweaters 
being wrapped in plastic, and likes her drycleaning 
orders to be delivered in a bag. Also on her approved 
list are one-day service, drive-ins and de luxe cleaning. 
She's willing to pay whatever it costs, just so she knows 
that her clothes are being handled with care. 

Mrs. Lillian Hudson, another housewife, said that 
she really didn't have too many complaints, but she 
questioned her neighbors and managed to come up 
with a few. She said that she is not impressed with fast 
service. She would rather feel that the cleaner is tak- 
ing the time to do a careful job on her clothes. When 
she puts on a freshly drycleaned garment, she feels 
that it should be ready to wear. She doesn’t want to 
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look for a button or have to bother about a spot that 
the cleaner missed. 

Mrs. Hudson had a good comment on prices. Very 
few people, she said, respond to the foe “cheap” or 
to advertisements that imply a cheap job. 

The practice of tacking trouser cuffs with staples is 
deplorable, this consumer thinks. And why don’t more 
cleaners call attention to holes or rips in pockets? Al- 
most anyone would gladly pay the small charge of 
having it fixed rather than run the risk of losing money 
or some valuable article. Also, the cleaners’ phone girls 
ought to know about when a driver is going to call. 

Mrs. Z. Rosenbaum really let the boys have it, al- 
though she, like the other ladies, prefaced her remarks 
by saying that she appreciates the cleaners’ services 
and realizes that cleaners have problems, too. 

She is a former dress designer, and is now an adver- 
tising executive and housewife. Most of her comment 
concerned fashion and synthetics. Women, she said, 
are not going to be told what to buy and not to buy, at 
least not by cleaners. Women are going to buy fashion- 
able garments, and if the cleaners don’t like the fab- 
rics, it’s just too bad, She’s fed up with cleaners telling 
people that synthetic fabrics are no good. A customer 
has the right to expect that her cleaner has the tools 
and the knowledge to handle synthetics properly. 
Cleaners, she said, should bow to Dame Fashion, and 
bow gracefully. 

In the question period that followed, Mrs. Rosen- 
baum was asked if she would be willing to pay for the 
extra cost required for proper handling of synthetic 
fabrics. She said she would, if she were educated to 
the reasons for the extra charge. 

On the matter of charges, we were astonished to 
learn that three of the four ladies didn’t even know 
what they were paying for cleaning. Price, to them, 
was a secondary consideration. They pointed out, 
however, that they like to know why they are being 
charged X dollars for certain items, Explanations for 
special charges should appear on the invoice or state- 
ment. 

All of the ladies indicated that they want to be 
called about problems that might require out-of-the- 
ordinary handling—wetcleaning, for example. A trans- 
action with a cleaner is not like the purchase of a loaf 
of bread; the cleaner is entrusted with the care of pri- 
vate property. They said that they appreciate personal 
touches, indications that the cleaner takes pride in his 
work. 

When the panelists were asked how they choose a 
cleaner, the recommendations of a friend seemed to 
be the largest factor. Good service was, of course, a 
big item. Convenience was another. Someone asked if 
they are impressed by negative-type advertising— 
“Our process is far superior to ordinary drycleaning” 
—and they said that they were. The idea of something 
new, something special appealed to them. 

Constructive criticism from intelligent women is in- 
deed valuable. The cleaners who listened to the dis- 
cussion were much impressed.

PICKUP SYSTEM 


The office keeps a drawer of 
address plates for each route, 
and the plates are used for no 
other purpose.

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Office Procedure 


The cashier checks to see that the 
amount of cash equals that reported 
on the sales record sheet, and notes on 
the sheet that the entire turn-in is be- 
ing deposited in the bank. Then the 
invoice copies and sales record sheet 
are sent down to bookkeeping. 

A bookkeeper first runs a second 
tape on the cash and charge slips to 
check the routeman’s accuracy, These 
totals are broken down further by serv 
ice: laundry (shirts) and drycleaning. 

Then the cash and charge and 
cleaning and laundry totals are en 
tered by route or counter outlet in a 
cross-balancing book. This record ac 
cumulates these figures into daily and 
weekly totals which should check with 
the bank deposit 

By this time the third or last invoice 
copies have been removed from the 
invoice machines in a continuous strip, 
separated, and filed numerically 
These copies eventually constitute an 
inventory of all goods in process and 
of undelivered cleaning. Periodically, 
a month, an inventory of 
all work in the plant is checked against 


about once 


them 

The white, or turn-in, copies are 
now matched with the vellow, or in- 
ventory copies. The cash pairs are filed 
by day and are kept for about a year 
in case some question on the order 
comes up at a later date 

The charge pairs move on to the 
cycle billing operation 





Cycle Billing 


In Corwins’ cycle billing procedure, 
the alphabet is broken down into 20 
divisions or “controls.” These run 
A-BH, BI-BY, CA-CY, etc. The 
matched white and yellow copies are 
inserted into a cycle billing file. At 
the end of the day, the invoices in 
each control are totaled, listed on a 
work sheet, and are posted by the 
bookkeeping machine on a _ control 
ledger card, an operation that requires 


only about 15 minutes. Then the 


matched copies, plus the receipts, aré 


filed by customer name in the charge 
file for that particular control. 

When the designated day for that 
control's billing comes up, the book- 
keeper addresses a batch of statements 
by means of a special drawer of ad- 
dress plates kept for that control. Then 
she goes through the accumulated in 
voices for each name, bills the cus 
tomer, and in the same operation 
brings the customer's ledger sheet up 
to date. The machine lists the old bal 
ance, charges credits and new bal- 
ance. 

The total of statements sent out is 
automatically figured by the machine, 
and must tally with the accumulated 
total that appears on the previously 
mentioned control ledger sheet. If the 
totals don't match, the bookkeeper 
knows that an error has been made 
somewhere along the line in the bill- 
ing.

We asked Bob Corwin why he isn't 
using marking hoppers, and he said 
that he tried them and found that his 
system works better.

Original Attitude Skeptical 


In June of 1952 a “management 
council” was set up. Consisting of the 
two partners and two employees, it 
was designed to thrash out problems 
not covered in the union contract 

A Christmas Savings Plan based on 
payroll deductions was put into effect. 
Polio insurance was made available. A 
type of credit union was set up 

As Harold Galloway puts it, “All 
this started to build attitude and a 
little understanding. Confidence 
started developing.” However, a num 
ber of the projects that at first seemed 
like good ideas met with a lukewarm 
acceptance and were discontinued. In 
December of 1952 a profit-sharing 
plan was seriously proposed, but was 
rejected on the advice of the union 
The management council accom 
plished very little, and the suggestion 
plan didn’t amount to much 

Production had shown marked im 
provement. The productive labor per- 
centage kept dropping. In terms of 
total pieces per total operator hours, 
the average climbed from 4.2 in 1950 
to 4.8 in 1952 


It appeared that management had 
been unable to convince the employ- 
ees that it was completely on the level 
with all of its proposals. An employee 
attitude survey taken in the spring of 
1954 made this plain. Some of the 
questions and answers read as follows:

It was obvious, for instance, that 
the company had been wasting its 
time by presenting profit-and-loss 
statements. While 21 of the employ 
ees thought that they should be given 
out, less than half expressed confi- 
dence in them. Apparently they made 
interesting reading, but weren't to be 
taken seriously. Over half of the em- 
ployees weren't sure that they were 
free to speak their minds at employee 
meetings. Even the union, it appeared, 
hadn't done too well on selling the 
benefits of its welfare plan. 

About the same time that the re 
sults of the survey were published in 
the Press, Harold Galloway made a 
second proposal for a_ profit-sharing 
plan. He said that management would 
be willing to give the employees 50 
percent of all profits exceeding a rea 
sonable return on total plant invest 
ment. 

Bruce Kooker, the spotter and one 
of the most respected employees, in 
quired how such a plan might be 
worked out. As a result, a dinner 
meeting was called at a downtown 
hotel. The possibilities of the plan 
were discussed and it was decided

Labor Cost Down 


Earlier we stated that production 
climbed from 4.2 pieces per total op 
erator hour to 4.8 pieces in 1952. The 
average for January, 1955, was 6.5. 
Total labor cost since the association 
was formed averages about 45 per 
cent. It shouldn't ever go above 50 
percent. Two years ago it hit 81 per 
cent during a holiday week. A recent 
holiday week showed an amazing im 
provement—46.9 percent! 

From Harold Galloway's point of 
view, the future is indeed bright. Few 
owners have ever had a group of em 
ployees so solidly behind them. As 
he sees it, French Way is bound to 
prosper. The obstacles and frictions 
that restricted the organization's for- 
ward progress have disappeared. 
Whatever managerial prerogatives he 
gave up in signing the association con 
tract have been more than compen 
sated for by the new spirit.

Although Bonham’s business had been 
built on the better-income customer, 
there had been little or no increase in 
this segment of the market. 

Parking facilities obviously had to 
be improved, The result of this de 
cision was a 60-foot driveway. With 
room for 10 automobiles, the drive 
way is entered from the south end by 
a 21-foot cut permitting a broad- 
angle swing off the street. All of the 
space, from the curb back 40 feet to 
the building wall, is usable for park 
ing. Along with the driveway, a 22 
foot canopy was installed. 

The hoped-for success of the drive 
in facilities, however, was slow to ma 
terialize. When the first month passed 
with only a sprinkling of automobiles 
pulling in, the Bonham brothers de 
termined that still further steps would 
have to be taken 

One of the most serious drawbacks 
was that customers driving into the 
lot often had to walk the full length 
of the parking area to the corner office 








“It was plain to us that we needed 
two call offices,” George Bonham said. 
So, a second call office was built on 
the Logan Street side. An aluminum- 
framed doorway was installed and the 
windows were enlarged. 

That did it. While the Bonhams 
found themselves in the somewhat pe- 
culiar position of operating two cash- 
and-carry offices almost side by side, 
the doubling up has worked very well. 
The far more handsome front corner 
office deals almost entirely with what 
Bonham calls the carriage trade, the 
type of customer who arrives in a 
chauffeur-driven automobile and parks 
along Seventh Avenue, headed east. 
The South Denver customers, on the 
other hand, primarily from middle- to 
lower-income brackets, use the Logan 
Street office, since it isn’t necessary for 
them to turn off the fast northbound 
one-way street except for the short 
swing into the driveway and back. 

Both offices are served from the 
same racks, and counter personnel can 
simply switch from one counter to the 
other, according to which is busy. The 
plant is actually dealing with two dif 
ferent types of will-call customers, 
although at the same price and the 
same quality 


Ads Cite Convenience 


Bonham used advertising in news 
papers and radio, pocket stuffers on 
drycleaning orders, and curbside signs 
to call attention to the unusual con- 
venience of the operation. By mid- 
summer of 1954, over-all volume had 
increased 40 percent, bringing it well 
above the $100,000 mark, requiring 
the addition of new employees and a 
complete rearrangement of the finish 
ing departments. 

The build-up in sales has been de 
veloped with no discount whatever on 
store service. Customers looking for a 
discount are told that as the firm 
makes no charge for delivery service, 
there is nothing to deduct for the cus- 
tomer who brings in his order. # #

Often the cause of the trouble is in 
the way the spent steam or conden 
sate is pulled out of the equipment. 


While the engineer must lick many 
problems in his job of supplying steam 
and heat to drycleaning plant equip- 
ment, the job of removing any result- 
ing condensate ranks as one of the 
most important. It is the only way that 
heating can stay uniform and rapid 
In a nutshell, the cause behind 
faulty heating is this: We deliberately 
pack heat into water in the boiler un- 
til it turns into steam. Then we push 
this steam through a press, so that we 
can get the heat in the steam to do 
the finishing. And, as you know, you 


can take just so much of this heat out 
of the steam and it will revert to 
water. Unless this water—or conden- 
sate, as the engineers call it—is re- 
moved quickly, the heating coils be- 
come flooded with a warm water and 
additional steam cannot get to the 
coils. 

The question always comes up of 
handling the water that is bound to 
form in the steam supply line. There 
are special devices for handling this 
water and they are known as steam 
separators of which Figs. 1 and 2 
are two examples. Very briefly, this 
removal is a matter of taking water 
droplets out of a fast-moving body of 
steam; it is quite different from the 
major condensate handling job we 
mean to discuss. Steam separators do 
their work by rapidly changing the 
direction of the steam and entrained 
water so that the drops fall out, or 
by employing baffles or grids to screen 
out the water. 


Condensate Removal 

But this is a rather special applica- 
tion, whereas condensate removal and 
its return to the boiler are vital to 
operation. Without some sort of con- 
densate-handling system the plant 
would have to shut down its steam- 
using equipment. 

The simplest way out of this prob- 
lem of keeping steam moving through 
a heat-using device would be to just 
let it blow through free. But the cost 
of this would be out of this world, not 
to mention the nuisance of blasts of 
steam pouring out into the normal 
working spaces. 

Suppose you put a valve into this 
discharge line and opened it every so 
often to let the condensate out. Then 
your steam-using equipment would 
suffer every time the condensate water 
began to collect and back up in the 
heating coils. How about setting the 
valve at an opening where only a

When the simple process kettle of 
Fig. 3 is cold, the temperature dif 
ference between the steam pouring in 
and the cold kettle sides is high and 
After warm-up, 
however, this temperature difference 
is much less and condensation is slow. 
But opening the valve at one single 
setting cannot possibly serve for any 
more than one specific steam load, 
much less for the extremes of full 
load or start-up. Water backs up dur 
ing heavy load (Fig. 3B) and steam 
escapes at light load (Fig, 3C) 

What is needed is an automatic 
valve that opens to release conden- 
sate and closes against steam passage. 
This is your long-accepted and famil- 
iar trap (Fig, 4)

Air Removal 


There is one more element in this 
quick, even heating problem of steam 
using equipment over and above con- 
densate, It is so important that we 
will take a quick look at it now. This 
element is the one of air, If the air is 
not pushed out of the space where the 
steam is going to work, it will prevent 
the full use of the heating surface. As 
steam comes in it will compress the 
air and mix with it. But as the steam 
has to spend energy in compressing 
the air there will be that much less 
heat energy to apply to heating the 
press, for example. If this air is pulled 
out with the condensate it can cause 
corrosion in the piping or, in the ex 
treme case, in the pump itself, 

In practice, vents (Fig. 5) are em 
ployed so that incoming steam can 
force the air ahead of it and push it 
High-speed 
steam in a pipe coil tends to sweep the 
surfaces ahead of it free of air. But 
just the opposite happens in lower- 
speed, large-space heat-using equip- 
ment such as tumblers, for example, 


outside the equipment 
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or drying rolls (Fig. 6). Here cold air 
is driven out of the condensate line 
on start-up but later accumulations 
being heated and mixed with the 
steam may take some time to remove. 
Rotation of the drying roll (Fig. 6) 
drags a film of air to the bottom where 
it escapes through the drain siphon. 
But summing up, regardless of 
whether air remains in the steam 
space after starting up or comes in 
with the steam, it has a twofold ef- 
fect. Entrapped air reduces the steam- 
space temperature and increases the 
resistance to heat transfer if it forms 
a film on the barrier surfaces. With 
positive air removal, any heating job 
can be done in the same time with a 
lower-pressure steam or if the same 
steam pressure is maintained, output 
can be stepped up. Shortening the 
time required to turn out one prod- 
uct unit means less fuel wasted in 
radiation and convection losses. 


Vent Location 


Because air removal is so impor- 
tant, each installation must be studied 
individually to assure locating the vent 
correctly. Generally, the best place is 
remote from the steam inlet in terms 
of the steam travel, not physical dis- 
tance. For instance, if steam strikes 
a baffle immediately after it enters a 
large chamber the best vent location 
would be just back of the baffle. Most 
traps designed to handle air are 
placed in the best spot to remove 
cold air on start-up, but with due re- 
gard to the efficient removal of con- 
densate as rapidly as it forms. 

Under normal running conditions 
the trap becomes the most important 
device in the air-removal job and the 
air vent normally plays little part after 
its highly necessary contribution of 
bleeding trapped air during start-up. 


Separating Traps 
The trap has the practical task in a 
steam system of quickly opening a 


valve for condensate or air to escape 
and then rapidly closing it when they 
have passed on. In addition, the trap 
must be able to recognize and bar the 
passage of steam. But it has no power 
to remove condensate. That push 
comes from the pressure on the in- 
side of the steam-using equipment the 
trap drains. 

Steam traps divide into three main 
groups: mechanical, thermostatic and 
thermodynamic (labyrinth or orifice 
units). Mechanical traps are further 
divided into (1) ball-float, (2) up- 
right or open-bucket, (3) inverted- 
bucket and (4) thermostatic combina- 
tions. Let's examine each group. 


Mechanical Traps 


Ball-float traps (Fig. 4A) use a 
floating ball that rises and falls with 
the condensate level to open and close 
the discharge valve. Frequently it is 
a continuous-discharge device because 
condensate level causes the float to 
position itself according to inflow. 
When steam is first turned on, the 
float is resting at its lowest position 
and the valve is closed. Air, driven 
along ahead of the steam, cannot es- 
cape; it must be purged through the 
petcock by hand. The float remains 
in its lower position until condensate 
covers the valve seat; any further in- 
flow raises the float and opens the 
valve through a system of levers. Con- 
densate discharges at steam tempera- 
ture. 

Upright or open-bucket traps (Fig. 
4C) operate intermittently and dis- 
charge condensate at steam tempera- 
ture. When the trap is installed no 
water is present; the bucket rests on 
the bottom and the valve is open. 
When steam is first turned on it 
pushes the air out through the trap. 
Inflow of condensate partly fills the 
trap body and overflows into the 
bucket. The latter loses its buoyancy, 
sinks and opens the valve. When 
steam enters, condensate continues to

Thermostatic Traps 


Thermostatic traps (Fig. 7) open 
ind close their valves because of a 
change in the surrounding tempera 
ture. At a given pressure saturated 
steam has one temperature and only 
one. Upon condensing, it forms water 
it the same temperature but the water 
can lose heat if it passes beyond di 
rect contact with the steam. A thermo 


static trap passes the slightls cooler 
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condensate but closes when steam 
temperature condensate reaches it. Be 
cause of this temperature characteris 
tic a given thermostatic trap cannot 
be expected to perform satisfactorily 
if the system steam pressure varies by 
any appreciable amount. 

In the device shown in Fig. 7B a 
change in temperature effects the ex 
pansion and contraction of oil to open 
and close the valve. Note particularly 
that the thermostatic element is down 
stream from the valve. When steam 
is turned on, air and cool conden 
expelled. As the conden 
sate approaches steam temperature, 


sate are 


the oil expands and moves the valve 
disk toward its seat. If steam blows 
through, the valve closes immediately 
With its source of heat shut off the oil 
cools and the valve opens slightly. If 
condensate is present it passes through 
but steam closes the valve again. 

Normally, the action is intermittent 
and is not caused by condensate ac 
cumulation so much as by the rapid- 
ity with which the trap body loses 
heat to the surrounding air. The safety 
spring protects against damage to the 
unit from overexpansion 


Thermodynamic Traps 
Thermodynamic (orifice or laby 
rinth) traps operate on the principle 
that if steam or condensate at steam 
temperature is discharged to a lower 
pressure they expand to a larger vol 
ume, In general, a trap of this kind 
permits maximum discharge of cool

The device shown in Fig. 7B, called 
an impulse trap, utilizes a change in

through two orifices in series, with a

valve A and the remainder, called the 
control flow, passes continuously up 
into chamber B, through the annular 
orifice, around disk C. 

From chamber B, condensate flows 
out through the control orifice in valve 
stem D. When steam is first turned on, 
the condensate is considerably below 
steam temperature and control flow 
through the center orifice does not 
change in volume. Discharge through 
the orifice in stem D lowers the pres- 
sure in chamber B and the main valve 
is opened by system pressure to pro- 
vide full condensate and air discharge 
until the load falls. 

When the system heats up, conden 
sate is at near-steam temperature and 
control flow entering chamber B 
flashes into vapor because of the re- 
duced pressure. This flash steam in 
creases control-flow volume, and dis 
charge through the center orifice is 
choked. Therefore, pressure builds up 
in chamber B and closes the main 
valve to stop the discharge of hot 
condensate, except for a small quan 
tity that flows out the control orifice 
A small amount of condensate dis

Inverted and upright bucket traps 
do not pass large quantities of air rap 
idly unless they are fitted with special 
releases, Float traps are relatively poor 
iir removers because, if enough air en 
ters to force the condensate out, the 
float falls and closes the valve. In an 
upright bucket trap, the bucket floats

Rather than install a manually op- 
erated petcock to bleed the air occa- 
sionally, these traps can be vented 
automatically by installing thermo- 
static elements, or by providing spe- 
cial air passages in upright-bucket 
traps.

tenance cost, (2) economy with rela- 
tion to steam loss, (3) ability to 
handle air and condensate load under 
pressure conditions to be encountered. 

Manufacturers make specific rec- 
ommendations for their products, but 
careful study of trap literature is the 
best way to learn operating character- 
istics and features of each particular 
type. In general, float or bucket traps 
serve unit heaters, blast coils, heating 
rolls and other equipment of heavy 
condensing capacity or units where 
maximum heating temperature is im- 
portant, because these traps remove 
condensate irrespective of its tempera- 
ture. This temperature characteristic 
of thermostatic traps can be nullified 
to some extent by mounting them a 
short distance from the vessel being 
drained so the condensate can cool 
slightly before reaching the trap. 

After selecting the type of trap give 
careful consideration to capacity, 
which has little relation to pipe size 
or physical dimensions. One type of 
l-inch trap may discharge 2,000 
pounds of condensate per hour at a 
given pressure while another of the 
same size discharges 15,000 pounds 
under the same pressure conditions 
One trap may weigh 4 pounds, an 
other 40 pounds, while both have 
l-inch connections. Trap capacity is 
determined by the unrestricted area of 
its discharge orifice. 


Condensation Rate 


The most difficult problem is deter 
mining the amount of condensate to 
be removed. Fortunately most trap 
provide simple rules 
for determining condensation rates 
equipment manufacturers have reli 
able figures on condensing rates for 


manutacturers 


their machines 

Here are a few considerations fre 
quently overlooked in checking con 
densation rate 

1. Are pressures constant? If not 
trap capacity will change as inlet on 
outlet pressure varies. 

2. Is condensation rate steady? A 
trap may be large enough for normal 
operation but far too small for warm- 
up loads. The condensing rate for 5 
minutes may be many times that al 
lowed when computed on an hourly 
basis. Traps are rated in pounds per 
hour, so consider peak load when pur 
chasing a trap. 

3. Has consideration been given to 
entrained air? A trap may be large 
enough to handle the water but too 
small or of wrong design to remove 
air 

4. Determine the pressure availabk 
at the trap during warm-up periods. 
It is usually considerably below nor- 
mal, just at the time when the con 
densate flow is heaviest. # # 
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How make-up feeders make good 


Check up om your make-up valve—the valve that adds 
water when needed to your condensate receiving tank. 
If it’s not doing a job—and a lot of them are not—install 
one that measures up to these requirements. 


1. He i a Make-up feeders should feed only when 
called upon. If they fail to seat tightly after operating, 


the receiver may flood. This means a loss of heat units as 
hot condensate is spilled down the drain. The addition 
of extra raw water also opens the door to an excessive 
amount of liming and scaling 


2. Adequate soposiey — If a make-up feeder cannot add 
water fast enough, then it must start sooner—that is, it must 
be set to operate at a higher level. On the other hand, if 


the feeder has the capacity it should have, then most of the 
receiver capacity can be left for condensate accumulation. 


Measuring up to these requirements becomes more 
difficult as water supply pressures vary. Shown here are 
McDonnell Make-up Feeders designed specifically for 
this purpose. They fit different methods of installation, 
but have the same standard of performance. They offer 
drip tight closing and large feeding capacity far beyond 
the point where ordinary float valves fall short. 

Follow the pattern established by many manufacturers 
of boilers and boiler feed systems.

Three markers doing 40 tags per hour 
each would handle 240,000 tags per 
year.

This would, of course, be substantial 
and you could reduce the number of 
markers required from three to two. 

And since a methods change is con- 
sidered advisable if it pays for itself 
in one year, you could profitably 
spend up to $2,000 to make the 
change.

The value of the methods change 
just described is relatively easy to see.

Production is 10 garments per hour 
(.1000 hour/piece). 

Compare this with the method used 
when the layout in Fig. 4 is installed. 

The sewer is seated on a comfort- 
able chair behind the sewing machine. 
Both the chair and the machine are on 
a platform, elevated approximately 15 
inches from the floor. This makes it 
possible for the sewer to reach gar- 
ments hanging on the slickrail to her 
right without standing. When repairs 
are completed, she hangs the garment 
on the rail to her left. This rail returns 
it to the inspection point. Since fa- 
tigue, idle time and handling time are 
reduced, she can repair slightly over 
11 garments per hour. 

The new standard would be .0900 
hour per piece. If she is paid $1.10 per 
hour and 20,000 pieces a year are 
processed, the savings can be com- 
puted as follows 


Old standard—.1000 hour/piece—10 pp. hr. 
New standard—.0900 hour/piece—11.1 p.hr. 


Savings 0100 hour/piece

$220.00 Annual Savings 

When the purchase of equipment is 
involved, the problem of determining 
whether a methods change will pay is 
more complex. Here the principle of 
the most economical method applies. 
The most economical method is at- 
tained when machine cost +- tool cost 
+ labor cost is a minimum. 

This is expressed by the formula 
shown below. 

At first glance the formula appears 
complicated. Actually, it is relatively 
simple when applied to a drycleaning 
plant situation. This is true because 
the expression involving tool cost is 
considered to be equal to zero and 
thus drops out of the formula. Also, 
item C (number of hours per year that 
machine normally operates) is usually 
the total working hours in the year. 
It is not common to find excess equip- 
ment in a drycleaning plant. 

With these considerations in mind, 
let's apply the formula to a typical 
plant problem.

at two Midwest plants 


PLAYING CARDS have proved a 
winner in the promotion programs 
of Joe Anderson Cleaners in St. Paul, 
Minnesota, and Ryan’s Empire Clean- 
ers in Joplin, Missouri. Operators of 
both plants report their respective 
premium plans have proved effective 
promotion. 

When Joe Anderson, a veteran dry 
cleaner who has operated his St 
Paul plant for 14 years, started giv 
ing away playing cards in 1950 his 
volume was $142,000. He expects it 
to hit $250,000 this year. In 1950 his 
business gained $20,000 over 1949, 
in 1951 it jumped $22,000, the next 
year the increase was $34,000, and in 
1953 it was $32,000, or a total in- 
crease in four years of $108,000. 
During that period Anderson's 
handed out 245,000 coupons and 
15,500 decks of cards. 

Several years ago Mr Anderson 
built an addition to his plant; he is 
now building another and planning 
to extend his services through branch 
offices. This growth was made in the 
face of strong competition, with com 
petitors during the past year using 
such sales promotion schemes as 
weekly low-price specials, one-third 
discount for bulk orders, trading 
stamps, “bonus bucks” and merchan 
dise giveaways.

tion cards (these, too, have Ander- 
son’s name, address and phone num- 
ber on the back). These giveaways 
are used by routemen and are also 
given out at card parties and ban- 
quets. In addition, Anderson’s dis- 
tributes four calendars, three different 
kinds for home use and one for 
churches. 

Newspaper advertising is also used. 
At present the company is running a 
weekly ad in one of St. Paul's Sunday 
papers. Space is also taken in four 
monthly denominational papers and 
several weekly programs of church 
services, 

While pleased with the results of 
his advertising program, Mr. Ander- 
son emphasizes his belief that quality 
still plays the most important part in 
the growth of a drycleaning business. 
If quality and service were not there, 
he says, premiums or any other ad- 
vertising would represent a waste of 
money. With the assistance of two 
sons-in-law, Rodney Johnson as as- 
sistant manager and Harold Hansen 
in charge of plant operations, he lays 
extra stress on personal service to 
customers. 


Ryan's Truck Tie-In 

Another advocate of quality clean- 
ing backed by advertising is J. W. 
Ryan, who has been operating Ryan’s 
Empire Cleaners in Joplin, Missouri, 
since 1945. Mr. Ryan started using 
the playing card program for call- 
office customers in 1951. Soon, he re- 
ports, customers would remind a sales- 
girl if she slipped up and failed to 
hand out a coupon. However, Ryan's 
salespeople are trained always to give 
coupons and to talk about the plan 
both on and off the job. 

Ryan’s Empire Cleaners has tied 
in its truck advertising with the play- 
ing-card plan. It is featured on a 
door panel with a specially created 
design, showing a wide-eyed young 
giraffe with neck stretched skyward. 
The copy reads, “The greatest plan in 
a LONG time,” with the “long” in 
elongated letters. 

The same giraffe is used on circu- 
lars explaining the plan. These are dis- 
tributed at local card parties and 
mailed to various sections of the city 
from time to time. This staggered 
mailing shows Mr. Ryan how much 
business the cards are bringing in. 

The plan is also publicized on ban- 
ners behind the store counter and is 
also advertised in dance programs. 

According to Mr. Ryan, he now has 
1,650 decks of cards working for 
him in Joplin. This means that at card 
tables over the city 85,000 cards are 
being dealt to people, who may or 
may not be customers, telling them 
about Ryan’s Empire Cleaners. # #

New Literature: No. T-336, the latest 
in the series of technical bulletins pub- 
lished by the NID, deals with the 
effect of solvent condition on drying 
time. According to the results of care- 
ful studies, nonvolatile matter in the 
solvent has little effect on drying time. 
However, in the case of men’s suits 
containing shoulder pads, or with any 
heavy materials, the drying time is 
increased. Overloading the tumbler 
also increases the effect of nonvolatile 
matter on drying time.

How Films Double 
On Television 


Drycleaner makes sound movies that supply 
TV spots as well as educational showings

perior job of selling the story of dry 
cleaning, and selling it for Club 
Cleaners of Eugene, Oregon 

About a vear ago Grant Getchell, 
co-owner of Club Cleaners, made a 
trip to Los Angeles to study commer 
cial film making and gather informa 
tion on the use of at-the-plant TV 
advertising. When he returned he 
went to work with a Eugene film re 
cording expert. To date they have 
produced two 10-minute sound films 
at the Club plant 

One film is a tour of the plant, with 
shots and explanation at each depart 
ment. The other shows the dangers of 
home spotting and in words and 
scenes gives the viewer some examples 
of what can happen to that party dress 
or new suit when mother goes to work 
on it at the kitchen drainboard. 

In addition to showing these two 
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films to consumer groups, Mr. Get- 
chell has selected from them enough 
shots to build three one-minute TV 
commercials, He also can use either 
of the 10-minute films for TV. 

Mr. Getchell did all of the narra- 
tion, using the single system which 
cut down production cost substan- 
tially. That is, the sound was built 
into the film at the time the movies 
were taken. 

Costs of making such sound film 
vary in different parts of the country, 
according to Mr. Getchell, who made 
a thorough survey before having his 
film made. He paid around $4 per 
hour for the cameraman, and $5.50 
per 100 feet of black-and-white sound 
film. Around 1,000 feet were used. 

“After the first sound films are 
made, the TV commercials can be 
built for small cost,” Mr. Getchell 
said. “Of course, the big advantage is 
in having the 10-minute films in sound 
to show to club and civic groups. 
From the day our first film was com- 
plete, we have had a waiting list. And 
we were fortunate enough to get sev- 
eral favorable newspaper stories about 
showing the film and its value.” 

Mr. Getchell also stresses the fact 
that no one considers the films or even 
the TV commercials as advertise- 
ments. Club customers speak to the 
management about seeing them and 
so far no one has referred to the 
showings as advertisements. 

“This is the highest type of adver- 
tising we've ever used,” says Mr. Get- 
chell. “It has created ten times as 
much interest as any other and we are 
still getting requests for the first film 
after 40 showings to club, church and 
civic groups. Both films are to be 
shown to the high-school home-eco- 
nomics classes.” # #

AN EASILY MADE ELEVATOR that 
has everything is one we saw recently 
at the Joseph Newman Quality Dry 
Cleaners in Forest Hills, New York.

prevents binding or jumping. 

The tracks are 3-by-4-inch beams 
with narrow strips of wood nailed 
along one side of their 16-foot lengths. 
The stabilizer wheels straddle the 
strips and the upright tracks guide the 


load through the well between floors. 

As an added precaution, the tracks 
are provided with chocks to stop the 
garment-bearing rail about 5 feet from 
the lower floor. This keeps the rail 
high enough so that the garments do 
not touch the floor. 

The lift can be readily adapted for 
raising more bulky loads to the second 
floor by hooking a small platform to

terials fade when such acid materials 
build up in the fabric. 

Not only have these pads caused 
this type of damage to garments, they 
have also been the source of tumbler 
fires. When they contain solvent va- 
pors or are saturated with solvent, 
they are highly flammable. 

The damage in this particular gar- 
ment is due to the acid condition 
building up in the shoulder pads and 
transferring to the fabric, causing its 
complete destruction. The cleaning 
process is in no way responsible for 
this damage, since the same thing oc- 
curs in garments that are not cleaned. 
It is entirely a matter of a very un- 
serviceable shoulder pad. 


Felt Do's and Dont's 


Can felt be wetcleaned safely? Why 
did the enclosed sample turn brown 
after an ammonia application? Are there 
any other dangers to be aware of in han- 
dling this fabric? —H.C.W., Virginia 


It would be inadvisable to wetclean 
a felt garment because the fabric be- 
comes distorted easily. If it were wet- 
cleaned, chances are that you would 


| never be able to get it back to its 


original shape. Also, it would probably 
shrink severely. 

This sample of felt is made primar- 
ily of wool fiber. Therefore, the dyes 


| used would bleed quite severely in 
| the presence of alkalies, such as am- 


monia. If the material turned brown, 
it could be that some of the dye be- 
gan moving and when it did it took 
on a brownish shade. A sample of the 
material placed in ammonia will tend 


| to bleed a brownish color, but the 


material itself seems to become a 
lighter shade of blue-gray. 

This fabric should not be steamed 
in the finishing operation; merely 
press with the head pressure without 
any steam. In addition, the fabric 
should be drycleaned without any 
moisture because of its susceptibility 


| to distortion and shrinkage. 


Keep in mind the following advice 


_when you handle felts: they should 


not be wetcleaned; use no moisture 
in drycleaning; use no steam in finish- 
ing; use as little moisture as possible 
in spotting, and keep away from al- 
kalies

garment—in other words, a contact 
dye stain. Besides a large streak that 
is visible to the naked eye, the skirt 
has similar streaks that are also vis- 
ible under ultraviolet light. 

This type of damage generally oc 
curs when one garment comes in con- 
tact with another in which the dye- 
stuff has begun to bleed. It may be 
that one garment was prespotted and 
had lain against the other before the 
garments were placed in the washer. 
Or, the load might have been allowed 
to drain on the drainboards, causing 
one garment to be stained by dye 
bleeding from another. 

The only hope of clearing the dye 
from the skirt without damaging the 
color of the skirt itself is to try soak- 
ing out the fugitive dye. Sometimes 
this can be done by placing the gar 
ment in a bath of solvent to which a 
fairly strong concentration of deter- 
gent or drycleaning soap has been 
added. Allow it to soak from six to 
eight hours, working it with the hands 
occasionally and being certain that the 
garment is completely submerged at 
all times. Then reclean the garment. 

It may be that the dyestuff is so fast 
that removal of it would also damage 
the color of the skirt. In that case, re 
dyeing is the only means of restora 
tion. 


Lipstick Stains 


Can you tell us how to remove the 
lipstick stains from this white plastic 
jacket? —B.Q.C., Indiana 


The chief problem in removing lip- 
stick stains from this garment lies in 
the fact that it cannot be processed 
on the dry side. Therefore, we are 
limited in attempting to remove what 
is normally a dry-side stain on the 
wet side. Furthermore, this lipstick 
seems to have been liquid enough for 
the dyestuff to penetrate the plastic. 

To attempt to remove the stains, 
place the entire jacket to soak in a 
bath of water to which has been 
added a wetting agent and some am- 
monia (about an ounce per gallon of 
water). Allow the jacket to soak in 
this bath for 24 to 48 hours, but keep 
an eye on the lining in case its dye- 
stuff begins to bleed too severely. 

This procedure is generally very 
successful in removing dye from lip 
stick that remains after the garment 
has been drycleaned. Since there 
seems to be no pigment in the stains 
present, it may be of assistance in this 
case. 

However, we believe that these 
stains cannot be removed without 
great danger of damaging the plastic. 
Any processing of this garment should 
be done at the customer's risk.

Provisions To Guard 
Customers’ Valuables 


What provisions should a drycleaner 
who offers a pressing-while-you-wait 
service make for safeguarding customers 
valuables? 


Here are some suggestions that may 
save you from a lawsuit 

Each customer's booth should have 
a neat shelf where he can place the 
contents of his clothing while he is 
waiting. By no means should he be 
permitted to leave them where they 
are out of his sight 

Where tailoring or other service 
necessitates the patron's leaving the 
booth spec ial care should be used, es- 
pecially if other patrons are using ad- 
jacent booths. In such cases, the 
courts would be apt to say that the 
owner of the establishment is under 
the same responsibility as are clothing 
stores and tailoring shops

In numerous decisions, appellate 
courts of New York and Pennsylvania 
have stated that if a customer must 
lay aside his clothing or its contents, 
the operator of the establishment must 
use reasonable care to safeguard them. 
(While only reasonable care is legally 
required, prudence requires that ex- 
treme care be used to guard against 
claims that may lead to lawsuits and 
bad publicity. ) 

In one case, the Pennsylvania Su- 
perior Court decided that a store was 
liable for loss of money from a suit 
which, at the request of a salesman, 
was left in a dressing booth while 
the patron was trying on another suit. 
It made no difference that there was 
a sign in the booth reading, “We are 
not responsible for articles left in the 
dressing closet,” because there was no 
proof that the patron saw the sign. 
Factors that caused the store owner 

lose the suit were that the store 
was crowded and the booths were ac 
cessible to any one who might care to 
use them, and that the store did not 
undertake to supervise them. (Hunter 
v. Reed, 12 Pa. Super. 112.) 


Routemen Contracts 


When a cleaning establishment makes 
a deal with a routeman that gives him 
a more independent status than that of 
the usual employee on a salary or com- 
mission basis, what angles should be con- 
sidered in preparing the contract? 


The contract should be put into its 
final form by a lawyer engaged by the 
cleaner to insure compliance with 
necessary legal formalities. Here are 
a few suggestions to bear in mind 
when preparing such a contract: 

The contract should show how long 
it is to remain in force and whether it 
is subject to termination at an earlier 
date by either of the parties on giving 
certain written notice. 

There should be a clause to the 
effect that, on termination of the con- 
tract, the routeman will not for a cer- 
tain time thereafter solicit, as a com- 
petitor or employee of a competitor, 
patronage of customers he has served 
under the contract. (This clause 
should be worded by a local lawyer so 
that it will be in line with what the 
law and court decisions of the state 
permit in the way of restraining com- 
petition. ) 

Of course, there should be specific

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charged, by whom charges are to be 
collected, what share shall belong to 
the routeman, how often settlements 
are to be made with him, whether 
settlements are to cover only customer 
accounts that have been paid, and so 
forth 

One paragraph should specify the 
routeman’s duties as to hours of serv 
ice, holidays, making up of route rec 
ords or lists, regarding them as confi 
dential and turning over to the clean 
ing establishment all such records and 
lists on demand 

The routeman should agree to pro 


tect the cleaner against liability to 


third for loss or damage 
caused by the routeman. 

There should also be a clause show- 
ing who is to furnish the necessary 
truck or trucks, who is to bear the ex- 
pense of maintenance, gas, oil, etc., 
who is to pay license taxes. The route- 
man should agree not to use the truck 
for personal purposes. There should 
bea provision as to what wording shall 
be painted on the truck. The cleaner 
should be sure that either he or the 
routeman carries liability insurance so 
worded that it will protect the cleaner 
against liability for accidents in which 
the routeman may become involved.

If the cleaner is to lease a truck or 
trucks to the routeman, the lease 
should show who is to pay license and 
motor-vehicle taxes and carry insur- 
ance, as well as for whose benefit the 
insurance is carried. 

In some cases, it may be desired to 
sell the truck or trucks to the routeman 
with or without an option for repur- 
chase by the cleaner on termination 
of the contract. Because of the diffi- 
culty of fixing a repurchase price such 
a repurchase clause will often be un- 
desirable from the cleaner’s stand- 
point. 


Right To Unionize 


May an employer be guilty of an un- 
fair labor practice as having interfered 
with his employees’ right to unionize by 
discharging employees because of union 
activities? 

Yes. The United States Court of 
Appeals, Fifth Circuit, seems to have 
reflected the general attitude of courts 
in its opinion in the case of National 
Labor Relations Board v. Nabors, 196 
Fed. 2d 272, in reaching these con- 
clusions 

“An employer may discharge an em- 
ployee, with or without cause, not- 
withstanding union membership, so 
long as his action does not tend to 
impede or coerce the employees in 
their right of self-organization and col- 
lective bargaining. . . . But employees 
may not be discharged because of, 
or to discourage, union membership.” 

Although an employer may attempt 
to justify discharge of an employee 
on some other ground, it may be 
proved that the real reason was union 
activity. 

In this case, where the employer 
was found to have been guilty of un- 
fair labor practice in opposing unioni- 
zation of his employees, it appeared 
that he had told his employees that if 
the plant were unionized he would 
shut it down
